teeth. Gorgeous stripes and spots are 
distinguishing features. 
The horse's 


hoof is a queer Jap fish. Its exposed 
naked jaws look like the hoof of a 
horse; hence the—name. 
It has five 


stripes and in coloring follows the ze- 
bra fish. 


"Like the Siamese and Chinese, the 


-Tnpanpse fishermen have trained the 
climbing fish or Betta pugnax to be the 
pugilist of the sea, and curious matches 
are arranged between owners of these 
marine fighters.

MARKS ON MEXICAN MONEY. 


Chinese Bankers AAx Their Seals to 


Guarantee- Its Genuineness. 


As everybody knows, Mexican dollars 


circulate in large quantities in tbe far 
east, where bankers send large quanti- 
ties of Mexican silver dollars every 
year. 


A year ago a reporter saw one of 


the Mexican pesos that had been in 
circulation in China for some time and 
was surprised to find it covered with 
small Chinese characters like so many 
eals. Tills dollar was shown to Liang 
Isun, Chinese minister, who explained 
the presence of the marks as follows: 


'The bankers, of whom there are hun- 


Ireds in China who receive Mexican 
dollars, affix to them their seals to guar- 
mtee their legitimacy, and as pesos 
circulate and go from one bank to an- 
ither they are being marked by all the 
tanks who receive them. In case tbe 
jeso proves to be illegal the banker 
who sealed it last has to change it for 
good money and withdraw it from cir- 
culation. 


;'Wh,en the pesos are completely cov- 


ered with seals they" are sent back to 
Mexico to be recoined, the expense be- 
ng paid by all the bankers whose seals 
are seen on the coin. It is in accordance 
with a recent agreement that it often 
lappens that dollars, although marked 
all over their two faces, continue in 
circulation and are highly esteemed, as 
he seals are so many guarantees that 
hey are genuine. The decision to seal 
>esos was taken because illegal coins 
>egan to circulate in China."—Mexican 
Herald.

Ginseng roots 
sell at high prices because it costs so 
abominably to produce them, even in 
the most favorable locations, and no 
one can even guess the cost of the stuff 
when grown, in the dry climate of Cal- 
ifornia—if it can be grown here. Let 
ginseng alone.—San Francisco Chroni 
cle.

The number of immigrants arriving 


in the United States-from Jan. 1 to 
June 12, 3004, was 3-15.323. Last year 
the record for the six months ending 
June 30 was 403,807. The total num- 
ber of immigrants for the year was 
882,038. 
One can better appreciate 


how large a number this is by reflect- 
ing that if all these strangers were 
gathered together they would make a 
city more populous than any in Amer- 
ica except Xew York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia. 


The year 18S2 has hitherto been re- 


garded as the record year iu the matter 
of increase of the population of the 
United States through immigration, 
but 1U03 established a new record and 
the present year bids fair to come close 
to it. 
Nine-tenths of this volume of 


immigration enters the country by 
way of one or-another of the great At- 
lantic steamship ports', for few, com- 
paratively, of the immigrants come 
from Canada or Mexico or from across 
the Pacific. The task of transporting 
these hundreds of thousands of persons 
means to the various steamship com- 
panies a gross revenue of upward of 
$20,000,000, and while in the past the 
steerage business did not receive much 
attention its importance is now recog- 
nized and improvements in accommo- 
dations have come in the train of the 
new policies adopted.

Chilblains. 


Chilblains are induced by cold acting 


apon an enfeebled system and a. weak 
circulation. The weakness of the sys- 
tem is a more considerable factor than 
the degree of cold, for some people suf- 
fer from chilblains all the year round. 
Sufferers from Raynaud's disease, a 
curious complaint associated with cold- 
ness of one or more of the extremities, 
are very subject to chilblains, and 
with them local defects of blood sup- 
ply, due to irregular contraction of the 
blood vessels, are the chief causes of 
the discomfort. 


Anything that interferes with the 


blood supply may in cold weather 
cause a chilblain. Badly fitting boots, 
which press irregularly and keep the 
blood out of small areas of the skin, 
are a common cause. Tight kid gloves 
act in the same way. The circulation 
in the ears is always limited, and thus 
chilblains are common in these organs. 


Chilblains do not form so long as the 


subject is conscious of the chill, but 
only after prolonged cold has para- 
lyzed the feeling of the part. The itch- 
ing and burning are nature's efforts to 
restore the circulation — efforts that 
may be successful or may end in ul- 
cerous destruction of the skin.

She 
formerly resided at Massillon, O., and 
had been an inmate of the Home since 
1901. 


Miss Jeffries is said to befa"" direct

A brother of the 


deceased, Dr. Jeffries, 
formerly of 


Massillon, who has been dead some 
years, was a very wealthy citizen of 
that place and was a prominent Odd 
Fellow.
